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The right attitude. 

Another thing to think about with the right attitude in mind is to not collect 'negative energy.' i find 
negative energy comes when you think of yourself too much, this is like being at someone's 
birthday party and instead of thinking of great times you had with them, you think about that 
woman you met the previous day, and, how to get her into bed quickly, for example, this would be 
like putting yourself first, even though you are putting someone else first - your priority is yourself, 
yes? 

So, what happens when you pt yourself first? 

Well, if you put yourself first you will be concerned with your affairs, and, will worry about 
yourself, which will make you tress about your own place in society, human being a social animals, 
as we rely on others for protection from lions and predators - which is in our d.n.a. - and also we 
will need each other for emotional satisfaction, we feel like the society is against us when we stress 
about our place in it, of course, this would be like being new somewhere - we would worry about 
how we will fit in, yes? this would be because we need to feel a part of the society and that the 
society will not turn on us, of course. 

But, what happens if you put other's first? 

Well, if you were to put other's first, you will see yourself as beneficial to the society, feeling your 
worth is justified by making 'routes' for others, this would be where we feel we are parents and so 
forth because we are a good thing to the society - a credit, with less time spent worrying about 
things paranoia will not build up. 

As you can see, it pays to be good to others. 

You should always deal with your problems directly is something i have come to learn, if you were 
to be treated badly by someone, then it is correct to focus on them as the problem, yet more on their 
statements, if they were to say something you cannot do anything about, you need to let it go, of 
course, if you were to feel down, the best thing is to stop thinking about it, letting it go as i said, 
yes? 

If you do not deal with these problems, you will end up stressed and taking it out on things you 
need - things that cannot fight back, of course, this is like someone working hard and getting junk 
stuck up them, and, then hitting the walls of their office instead, looking for somewhere safe to 
vent, of course. 

So, you need to try to vent back at the thing that is getting to you. if it is your boss shouting at you, 
you need to address them, if you can. if they turn away and walk, huffing about the state of the staff 
nowadays, then you may feel you have dealt with it for now, yes? i suggest an email telling them 
about how they make you feel, or a phone call, but, if you really feel up to it, you can address them 
directly, keeping to the problem you are talking about, as, it is silly to take it out on something 
unrelated. 

Think about the problems - what is causing the problems? in our boss shouting example, we could 
say that they are stressed because maybe they have left things to the last minute, so, would be 
making the problems manifest by themselves - but don't say that! instead say something about the 



time constraints being too much on the departments, this would make it sound like their problems 
are your problems, which everybody likes to hear, yes? 


Relating to people is the best way to get through to them, think for a moment about what they are 
going through, think about the challenges they face, and slyly try to work your way into their 
solutions or listeners books. 

Another thing that stresses people out and makes them day dream about power and luxuries, is 
boredom, that is the reason the middle class in my country is so aloof to the needs of the many, even 
their own friends sometimes, this boredom leads to day dreaming of how things could be better for 
you, of course, and fills you with negative energy. 

On the other hand, getting a hobby could change your life for the better, if you were to take your 
wasted time, and simply get on the phone even, you will have something to do. this is the reason 
why so many middle class males have games consoles, because they want a fantasy land, of course. 

The more time you dwell in your fantasies, the more you will day dream thinking, to yourself, it 
will come true the more you day dream, this is like picking at a scab repeatedly, as it feels nice, but 
is bad for you. 

If i was to try to explain to you why you keep doing this, you might not believe me, but i will try. if 
you were to have nothing to do, thinking about yourself and others is typical, but, the more you 
think, the more out in the cold you are, as, the more chance of making mistakes there are. if you 
come to a conclusion by yourself, you need to justify it to yourself, or, let it go. continuously day 
dreaming is bad, because your mind comes to expect these things. 

Do you know who i am? have you ever heard that from somebody? what brings about this terrible 
sentence or phrase? i would say it is a declaration of being right about something, or that you mean 
something to them, if they knew how 'powerful' you were. 

Picture a c.e.o. saying this to his staff? picture a gangster saying this to a petrol attendant? same 
thing all the way around, same words and same meaning, of course, these things run throughout the 
world, but people only say them after they hear them, of course. 

So, if someone says this, it obviously means they are unhappy, yes? imagine a person saying this 
because they are feeling insecure - they need to remind themselves of how much the other person 
wants to 'know them.' 


Weapons research. 

I think at this point the easiest way to make weapons is with the firing mechanism used with 
gunpowder, but, can we make it better? i mean, can we make the mechanism that fires bullets not 
use gunpowder or something more 'rare?' wouldn't it be great if we could make a 'nail gun that 
shoots bullets?' that would bring manufacturing costs and danger of working with these materials 
down. 

So, i present the newest firing mechanism - the 'catty launcher.' this would be like a motor car 
engine, except it will merely use sparks from the ignition of the car or weapons to launch projectiles 
at the target, this would be where we use a configuration of gears and things to launch the bullets at 
the target through it being ignited by an ignition circuit, like turning a key for a car, yes? this would 
be the trigger, banging the gunpowder in former weapons, now 'sparking' the charged bullet, the 
bullet may be charged by pressure. 



This pressure could be generated by magnets at an angle that are polarized against th bullet, and the 
firing mechanism merely holding the bullet in place by 'opposed magnets.' this angle needs to be 
about ninety degrees from above and below, for double the penetration power more or less, this will 
make the 'bullet' charged against these magnets and then once it comes up into the chamber, or as it 
comes up into the chamber it will be launched, yes? 

That would see the bullet sit behind the magnets, so the clip would come from behind the firing 
mechanism then into the chamber where it will be launched forwards, imagine a vacuum cleaner - 
the dirt or bullet will sit there idly, and, then once it gets under the sucking thing, it will be launched 
into up the actual nozzle of course.

Then there are my trading strategies, forget buy low sell high, that should be illegal! if you buy low 
and sell high you destabilize the market, and, that is why we are not living in paradise in the 
seventies already! if we were to hold onto our shares, the market would become bearish, producing 
shortages of shares, this is why i have a theory and put it out there about making people wait for 
their claims to be processed before they sell again. 

Anyways, i have a lot more to share, are you with me so far? 

The best thing about money in a bank is it is basically imaginary - who are you to tell the bank how 
much money they have? on the other hand, if money was so easy to come by, it would be useless, 
and, that is why the state must make sure there is balance between supply and demand of all things. 

But what can the state do to the private sector? if it were a monarchy, or communism, then there 
would be a way to police all the money of the country, but it is usually not. if it were that there was 
someone in need of money, they could send them money, but then everyone would want to get sent 
money, so no go there either, in short, there has to be some effort to making money or it becomes 
useless, of course. 

If the state was, on the other hand, supply each factory with robots, then there would be no jobs in 
the factory for the people to have, on the other hand, with that much supply, there would be more 
demands for processing of these things, that would mean everyone that is not the owner of the 
factory, pushing buttons, would have a office job. this would mean that salaries would go up, and 
the value of money would go down, this was an objective of mine for a while, but now i see the 
flaws of it. 

I have also made a 'self servicing systems' budget in my spare time, this system would be where the 
state pays less money to the public sector or state services, and the services support themselves, 
imagine a traffic officer collecting money for the department he works for? imagine schools where 
they advertise for companies for supplies from those companies? there are many many ways for the 
state services to collect money from the people without suckling at the nipples of the state, that they 
could operate as they only took orders from the state, abiding by their duties and making extra 
money. 

Often, i speak about stock trading on the floor, for this the people i consult use bankers and brokers 
to help them, which in my country is not such a big business, of course. 

I have many strategies, but i wanted to share a new one with you, okay? 

This latest one is called 'oversupply.' there is no such thing as oversupply of anything except for 
commerce related things, as our resources here on earth are stretched very easily accommodating or 
supplying the commerce sector with very little compared to how much the commerce sector could 
supply, the problem is there is so much waste too, yet not many people can afford anything, so that 
is why there is waste, if there was more people with jobs, then there would be more sold, of course, 
as the demand will go up. 

The trick is to stay away from the commerce sector, avoid brands like coca cola, micro soft and 
apple, these are 'end user outlets' that satisfy the customer directly, so stand to make more, but there 
is more risk of a potential customer saying no. the trick is to invest in businesses that there is a need 
for, things that cannot fail, if there are fifty metal mines, two metal processing places and fifty 
shops that sell metal products, the obvious way to go is into metal processing, yes? this would be 
where the profits are minimal, and, then the owner suffers, the thing is, the more of something 



needed you supply, the more collateral you build up with your businesses, as they act as surety, of 
course. 

So, 'oversupply' will never be a problem because 'over demand' is down to all the people that 
cannot afford these products, this means that supplying is not the way to go, direct retail is also not 
the way to go today, instead, processing goods is the way to go - this leaves you making less, but it 
is a sure thing, as soon as the demand is satisfied, a new demand comes along, because if you 
observe that countries will employ more people slowly, or yourselves employ new people slowly, 
then these people can buy goods too. this means that you will be creating demand. 

Now, not everyone wants to create demand, except the banks, if you were to invest in banks, they 
will loan the money out to small business owners, some of these businesses succeed, and pay back 
the cash, others fall and get reclaimed by the bank, acting as investments in the form of appreciating 
assets, this means the best thing to invest in is a bank, where all the brokers are. it is here that 
money gets created, of course, for the people through loans and then money exists where it did not 
before, being paid back from the imagination of the people lending the money and the bank. 

If you were to observe that certain needs need to be met due to these small businesses opening up, 
then you know where to invest, why not start a new company? this could be listed as a place for the 
needed services, and then you could sell it with just the name and the mission statement, as most 
people don't know how to start a business, hell, if you get some business or connections or 
customers, you could also sell it for more, thing here is to observe that you want to sell it, so offer 
goods cheap - that will bring customers to the business, the brokers will know the business, and 
then you can sell something with customers but making hardly any money! 

This is regarding an investment business, it grants people money to see their goals achieved, if some 
ask for a lot of money or a little money to do the same thing, it is better to go with a little or 
moderate business, because, if they succeed they can expand. 

If a business comes to you with the same plan as the last, simply say no to the one with the 'inferior 
plan.' whichever one impresses you more, due to research or something, say yes to that business. 

If these businesses are in great supply, say no. they will be competing with established brands, 
unless, they want to open in a new town or city or something, say makro and trade center share a 
city, it would be silly to fund a third party that cannot buy in bulk, i am sure you will agree? these 
small businesses might have customer list, but, that would probably be their friends or family 
buying their goods, i did this when i had to sell things for technikon in f 999, i didn't really do 
anything, then i heard stories about people that had such success selling they quit technikon and 
expanded their inventory lists, of course. 

If it is a bright and innovative idea, and the cash is right, say yes! this will see new services 
supplied, especially for the big city where there are more potential customers, of course. 

If it is in the small town, like cape town, where goods are expensive, maybe suggesting moving 
their business, or, requiring they move their business to the big city would help? this can be drawn 
up on a contract, of course. 


Maths. 

Another thing to remember when doing maths is that there can be many answers, but only one is 
right, this is why maths is a science, i figure, as there is a right and wrong answer for each task or 
question, of course, if there were more than one, then it would be an art, yes? 



So, if there is only one answer, there must be a clear way to calculate it, and a good way to ask it. 
the problem with maths today is students sit down to a lecture of values on a board, and, then the 
answer is asked for. of course, it would be easier if there was a picture for the question, yes? this 
would make the question a practical working example, with, measurements for the exact angles the 
question is asking for. this would make eduction so much easier, as, the students would get a 
practical and theoretical aspect of the task at hand, of course. 

Now, how do we make each question a picture for the students? well, with calculus, which is a 
stumbling block for many students, we could draw a cross section and analyze where the dots go, of 
course, this would be where we draw the angles on the cross section where we put each symbol on 
each side of the cross section, then, we find the pattern of the cross section's angle by calculating 
each value given to us - easy, yes? this will make it much easier! 

Then, we could say that each symbol has a power to it, placing the one in front of it, and 
multiplying it by itself that many times, this will evenly split each dot over the graph, of course, 
trigonometry works on this principle too. 

Then, we could measure each interval, and then we could show 'ratios.' ratios can be converted into 
simple math by... well let's take an example? 

34:15. this is a ratio, yes? 

We take the decimal value from the ratio by finding the value of the ratio, by taking the smaller one 
down to one, yes? this would be two remainder four, yes? two remainder four is added together, and 
you got six, so the answer is six, yes? 


Programming theory. 

Recently i was trying to figure out how to add a chip to electronic notebooks for excel style 
programs, and thought the programming must be really messy for this type of program if they deal 
with every aspect, and that is why it is so expensive and big. then i decided that adding some basic 
maths to this it would result in much quicker programming techniques, of course. 

I found that if you were to add 'logarithms' and 'scales' to the programming code, say pixels of 
representation or values where they measure, for example, the size of the text within the 'block' or 
'field,' you could add values where you say that the text represents how wide the 'block of text' is. 
this must be done as when you over type the value inside the bloc, then it will go into the next field, 
if there is no hidden text inside the block, this would mean it would be a right royal mess, if you ask 
me? 

So, i decided that [field display] = [area of text of font] - [hidden text], i am not sure how to code 
that as i do not understand the language that much, but, i think maths is very underused in this field 
of coding, this is why i am suggesting adding programming theories to information technology, 
including maths requirements. 

As it stands now, there are far too many people in this sector, and requiring them to have maths will 
limit the back log of this, on the other hand, things like finance will be more comely to them, as you 
make more money anyways. 



Another thing about programming is that if it is a primitive or simple program or code you are 
writing in, you could set up a few 'robots' to map the constants, like with graphics being repeated 
over other repeated graphics. 

This would be like saying certain 'symbols' or 'words' equal the robot input area or functions, then, 
the 'name' of the robot can be set to appear to be 'input' on certain areas or in certain graphics or 
outputs, then, the program will understand it like it understands 'f keystrokes.' 

So, you would set the robot up so it will come in to perform a function, and then quit, which is very 
good with maths. 

Now, if you want to make robots for everything, which is what i do, then you will have a very neat 
program layout, remembering to jot notes that will not be processed, like text in the program, above 
each robot, you will be able to navigate better too! 

When programming sounds or graphics, many programmers only know how to program the 'core.' 
this could be here they simply put in place the core instructions, like the web of a spider, without the 
spider or web sack, this plots the area of the program, imagine a building with just supports? 

Anyway, sounds and graphics, this is output for the user to observe and interact with the program, 
to program graphics with robots, you simply need to say if this, then this - this is the fundamental 
understanding you need of computers, so, if [this], then monitor output [that], simple right? if you 
were to work on a black and white monitor like bill gates did, then it comes down to power supply 
toning the pixels, today we have a graphics card to tone them for us, instead of tell the power supply 
how hard to go, it tells the video card how hard to go, the card then gets an extra sign as to fine tune 
the output. 

If you wan to program graphics, it is as simple as that, sounds work the same through the sound 
card, mind you. 

Now, if you were to make a robot that replaces the graphics card, this would require a lot of 
programming content, or, you could program colors into the robots, and then switch between the 
pixel outputs, this would require very little programming, so could save you on a whole card! 
remember the card does not go into the monitor, it merely translates things. 

English and writing. 

I have for a long time been writing short stories, and, find my short stories sound completely 
different to normal ones, you see, my stories are about events rather than detail, and about 
relationships rather than individuals. 

Besides that, i have found there is a lot of structure to writing, structure you probably have never 
heard of before, like pace, this would be where you count the letters of each sentence and word and 
then make sure you allot it so that people go quickly from one sentence to another, building a heart 
rate in the reader where they will feel excited or in suspense. 

Then there is tone - you can alter the tone of voice being used by using the correct words, everyone 
has images going through their mind while they read, and, you can alter them to a certain degree by 
your choice of words as each sentence leads into another, this would be where you create a feeling 
too. 



Language is all about emotions, as nobody would read if they were not learning something or at 
least having fun, yes? 

So, let's get to heart rates? basically, the human heart beats about seventy five times a minute, which 
is close to sixty beats a second, this means, each brain impulse will process one or two letters, as 
these are not pictures to be processed but characters, this means we can make short words that will 
be recognized in one beat, yes? 

Now, if it were that the heart needs to beat a electrical impulse to your brain to process each small 
word, or twice to process each big word, it would be better to have one small, then one big word, 
this would leave us with a constant rhythm where the brain gets into a pattern each sentence, of 
course, with a pattern like this, there will be beauty, as, all patterns are beautiful, this is like a 
fractal, a simple architecture design that has structure and patterns being observed, leading to better 
clarity, of course. 

Have you ever heard of the golden ratio? that is a ratio in music that states that where the best notes 
should be played for a perfect song, it is through deviance and personality where the true beauty in 
imperfections lie, of course, as having a perfect meal would be imperfect without a little grease, of 
course. 

So, as far as i can remember, the best notes for music lie at four five and eight, among others, this 
means that the best words to the eye would also be four five or eight letters long, so, making a list 
of these words, and trying to use them as much as possible, while still sticking to your fifty five to 
eighty letters a sentence would be to your advantage. 

So, we have covered paces and tones, yes? of course, there are as many varieties of rules as you can 
imagine, hopefully i have imagined enough to help you with your writing, but, i am not done yet, of 
course. 

Now, let's discuss 'structure.' when someone looks at the page, it forms an artwork of sorts, this 
would be due to the actual 'look' of the page, no less, if you were to use my older structure of a 
guideline format of two, three and four lines, mixed every now and then with about eight lines, then 
you would see it actually even looks nice, everybody wants to look at pages that look nice, of 
course. 

Then, if you were to put this to science, not merely an 'artsy guideline format,' you could say that 
typically there are two sentences, three sentences, and so forth, this means that the topic is changing 
often, as, some people have short attention spans, and, other have long attention spans, this makes it 
easy for both, of course, as those with a longer span will be spoiled due to the quick movements of 
characters and objects. 

Why not think of this like a 'object based science?' this would be where you create objects for your 
story, and characters, one mistake many writers make is to add too many objects or characters at the 
same time - this is why the paragraphs are so long, because they know it works to flesh out their 
objects and characters, this means, of course, that the 'short attention span person' will feel less 
excited as the paragraph or scene goes on, hoping to get to events, yes? 

Another thing to think about is locations, sometimes characters meet up, and that means a shared 
location, using one you have already discussed will bring about a feeling of familiarity, as even 
people reading books have a feeling of comfort in regular territory, this means that they will be 
familiar people meeting in a familiar place, making the reader more comfortable with the scene, and 
less withdrawn from the scene due to new lots of characters and locations, of course. 



Rhymes have always been a focal point of poetry, and, you must admit they do have a certain charm 
to them, yes? if you were to make a poem that rhymes every now and then, or, has the same effect 
as rhymes, then it would be better for your 'piece,' yes? 

Rhymes have been around since the very old days, basically, the way a rhyme works is to repeat a 
sound after an interval, thereby brining a pattern to the writing, if this is done with the correct 
breathing between intervals, then it could really charm people. 

So how do we rhyme effectively? how do we make the person change the pace they read at to make 
for a more charming piece of writing? well, if you were to use a lot of small words, or words that 
are used over and over in sequence, then there will be a new trend in reading where the reader will 
start predicting or altering the pace they 'skim' at, thereby making for a more 'fluid and tempered 
reading habit.' 

This could be about writing as if there was a repeated word, the more you repeat a word, the 
quicker people read it. if it is a sentence - you know when people say "it is so cold, oh it is so 
cold..." then they would see this and start to read faster, yes? this would be because they don't like 
to read repetitions in the middle of the story, as they might be excited to see what happens next, or, 
they may be bored with a scene or character, by repeating yourself like this, you can make a 
'hypnotic message' where the person will 'skip' the next entry, sending it straight to the 
subconscious! this is because we see the letters and words, but are getting frustrated, so you could 
slip a message in there if you so wish, of course. 

Now, the rhyming comes from repeated syllables, these are parts of words that sound the same, of 
course, and they will create a pattern, as i have already shown, and people find beauty in patterns, if 
you were to have a lot of people walk around in a circle, soon they will fall into a pattern too. so, if 
you write a lot of rhyming words, you can really hypnotize people - watch out for those musicians! 

Communism. 

I am sure you are all aware this still exists today, in north korea at least, i am also sure you all do 
not like it as it is a good idea, but due to mismanagement the leaders collect all the assets and the 
people collect nothing. 

But, this is still a good idea, instead of cash trading hands, they get allotments of goods, if the state 
is in control of everything, first they should switch to the asset based economic systems to get all 
their buildings listed as the worth of the country instead of all the gold. 

Then, they could easily build more! build build build! this will see more people employed, and 
more goods for their 'nucleated climate.' observing that they need to satisfy their own needs would 
lead to them dividing the economy up into about seven sectors, and, if they 'invest' in each sector 
respectively, they could see their employees making more, consuming more and therefore leading to 
a stronger economy. 

Maybe they need a formula? 

I would say that you take your collected revenue and divide to thirds of that by each sector, then, 
you build,a s building is free, and then you employ.
